As an author Major Ewing observes a 
keen sense of proportion. There is an ex- 
cellent account of the Battle of Loos. In- 
cidentally, it is pleasant to have not only 
the year but also the day of the month 
of the particular engagement which the 
author is noting, and these dates are 
scattered with a free hand, constituting 
one of the merits of the volume. When 
we reach the year 1917 we meet names 
like those of Longueval and Delville Wood, 
the Butte de Warlencotrt, and Arras— 
names that will ever evoke memories of 
the heroic efforts of the gallant Scots 
soldiers who composed the Ninth Division. 
It is, however, when we reach the last 


yeat of the war that Major Ewing de 
scribes most finely the achievements of the 
men with whom he served. The narrative 
of Germany's great effort from the 2lst to 
the 20th of March, 1918, is set forth with 
soldierly care and accuracy. We meet 
with care and accuracy in many war books, 
but we do not meet quite so often with the 
vividness with which this author tells his 
thrilling story. We travel with the Ninth 
Division to Meteren and Hoegenacker 
Ridge, from Ypres to Ledgehem, and 
from Ledgehem to the Scheidt,

Mr. Mellor answers this objection by 
in a chapter which is not 
quite free from ambiguity, and in a 
manner not altogether logical, that in our 
civilisation there is not “A common good 
for all the dwellers in a community." 
He then proceeds to atgue that, as the 
‘“non-dominant’’ class fail by the use of 
the ballot box to become the dominant 
class, they are entitled to adopt other 
means to the same end. Mr. Mellor calls 
this democracy. We confess that we do not 
agree with him, and, when he adds, as a 
corollary, that the order of society which 
is found in most countries of Western 
Europe excludes the great mass of the in- 
habitants from any effective share jn the 
control of their. own lives, we can only 
assume that he has overlooked their right 
to make and unmake Governments by their 
votes. The book is stated to be “a 
challenge to the ordinary accepted views on 
democracy.’’ It is a challenge to far 
more, and, even if in the author's various 
chains of reasoning links are occasionally 
missing, the work is provocative of 
thought.

PERSPECTIVE IN ART. 

The publication of a new volume on 
linear perspective does not, as a rule, 
arouse any great feeling of enthusiasm in 
the mind of the average art student. As 
a subject it is regarded by him as a neces- 
sary evil and the time spent on it is 
grudgingly given. Linear perspective, as 
usually taught appeals more to th 
mathematician than to the artast. “ Per- 
spective as Applied to Pictures,’ Mr. Rex 
Vicat Cole’s latest contribution to the 
“New Art Library ” ought te go a long 
way towards giving this subject its right- 
ful place. The volume, which is in 
twenty-three chapters, is full of interest. 
Mr. Cole treats the subject in a fresh and 
original manner, iléustrating every point 
with one or more of his delightful pencil 
sketches. Particularly illuminating is the 
lesson on inclined planes contained in 
chapters five and six, with the charmi 
sketches of country roads leading up-hill 
and down. He is an unimaginative in- 
dividual, and, therefore, not to be envied, 
who can dip into this, and the chapters on 
“ Architecture of the Village,” and the 
perspective of shadows, without feeling a 
desire to be out and away with pencil and 
sketch book. 

Mr. Cole, while dealing with the more 
advanced forms of perspective, does not 
disdain to prepare a course of easily 
understood lessona in the most elementary, 
— of the subject. This makes the 
book a valuable invéstment not only for 
artists, teachers, and art students, but 
also for those who like to sketch as a
